In thi maximum and minimum sec- 
tloas are well calculated tu do what 
Lhe finance committee members say 
they will do, namely, make all foreign 
governments "sit up and take notice'' 
of the-fact that It is the purpose Of 
the Reputlican Party In-President 
Taft's administration, and In both 
bouses of Congress to stamp out all 
foreign discriminations of whatever 
character against American exports. 


In 
many respects, ' bnvever, It 


doubtless will be found, If any practi- 
cal use Is ever made, of tbe penalties

imports by about $475,000,000. Th: 
Is the sum tbat must be subtracted 
from cur tDtal domestic productions 
In order to ascertain the value of tbe 
thiLgs cousumed by- tbe American 
people. The net balance that must 
be credited to home consumption is 
herefore about $12,500,000,000. If 
he full 50 per cent duty was added 
o the cost upon this amount it would 
be *6,2oO.OOO,000, which the breld 
winners of our country pay as the 
irlce of protection. 


The total amount of the wages paid 


our worklngmen In 1001 was $2,331.- 
93?, 518. 
In the absence of reliable 


nformatioQ as to the difference la 
vaues at home and abroad, let ns de- 
duct the whole of the American pay- 
roll from the $6,250,000,000 of tariff 
tribute, and we have remaining near- 
ly $1,000,000,000. 
This amount of 


course does not measure tbe aciual 
tariff additions to the cost of Ameri- 
can goods. 
Our manufacturers do 


not charge it all up. They sell just 
below the point where Importations 
are possible ID luost cases and on 
others where there is competition 
much below this point. Rut the mar 
gin of $4,000.000,000 Is great enough 
wito tbe Industries of the country as 
highly organized as they are and com- 
petition eliminated Inmost lines to 
prove that the duties are too high.

son, Rrlstow, Rorahm, Clapp and 
other Republican leaders are against 
the revision provided In the bill. 
They have started ID to attack Ike 
bill and they mean to continue their 
attacks all along the line not unly ID 
a general way but also upon part'cu 
lar schedules.
